A Times telegram, dated Helsingfors, Auguet 
19th (delayed) states:—Some details are now 
available of the dashing exploit of the British 
coastal motor boats in attacking the Bolshevist 
fleet, and sinking two Bolehevist battleships and 
The action took place immediately 
off Kronstadt, over a Bolshevist minefield. The 
motor boats attacked without the support of 
the fleet, but were accompanied by three aero- 
plancs, one of which came down near the Styr- 
sudus lighthouse, where the crew were safely 
packed up. ‘The British losses were three motor 
boats sunk by gunfire, and one blown up by a 
mine. 

The returning flotilla received a triumphant 
welcome on reaching its base at Bjorko (Fin- 
land).

A Reuter’s Berlin telegram of Thursday 
says;—According to Budapest telegrams in the 
papers, the Archduke Joseph, after long nego- 
tiations, has declared his readiness to retire 
from his post, and await the result of the elec- 
tions as a private person. 

The new Cabinet, it is added, will be a Coali- 
tion one, with M. Lovacsy as Premier and 
Foreign Minister; M. Vagssny as Minister of 
Justice; the Socialist, M. Garami, Minister of 
Commerce, and the Socialists, Messrs. Peidl and 
Prager, in socio-political posta. 

A Budapest message,via Copenhagen, says that 
the crimes to be dealt with by courtmartial will 
be offences against loyalty to the State, and the 
penalty of death is to be imposed upon anyone 
who tries to restore the Communist rule, or who 
by word, attitude, or deed attempts an act of 
violence against the authorities or any class 
of citizen.

STATEMENT BY PRESIDENT 
WILSON. 

A Reuter’s Washington telegram of yesterday 
says :—President Wilson, replying to one of the 
twenty written questions regarding the Peace 
Treaty and the League of Nations, submitted to 
him at the close of his recent conference with 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, said 
that he had not the power to declare peace by 
proclamation, nor could he consent in any cir- 
cumstances to take such a course prior to the 
ratification of the formal Treaty of Peace by the 
Senate. 

Referring to another question, the President 
said that the provision by which the Treaty 
would come into force after its ratification by 
Germany and three of the principal Allied and 
Associated Powers, operated merely to establish 
peace between those ratifying Powers. 
questionable whether it could be said that the 
League of Nations was in any sense created by 
the association of only three of the Allies and 
Associated Governmenis. 

Regarding the distribution of Germanys poe 
sessions, the President said that the arrange- 
ment in the Treaty conveyed no title te the 
Allied and Associated Powers, but merely en- 
trusted. the territory iu question to their deci- 
sion. Germany's renunciation in favour of the 
principal Allied and Associated Powers of her 
right and title over her overseas possessions, is 
meant simply to operate as vesting in those 
Powers trusteeship with respect to their Gnal 
disposition and government.

EVIDENCE AT THE INQUEST. 
The circumstances the shooting of 
Francis Murphy, the boy who was shot in his 
father’s house at Glan recently, were investi- 
gated to-day, says our Special Reporter in a 
telegram from Ennis last night, when the in- 
quest was resumed im the Courthouse, 


District Inspector Mara, who represented the 
police authorities, gave evidence to the effect 
that he examined the house, which bore several 
bullet marks. The front room window, t 
which, he assumed, the bullets passed, was not 
broken, as he found that it was open at the 
iop.. Some ot the bullet holes were right 
through the shutter. In the bedroom, in 
which the bullets lodged after passing through 
the wall, he found a bullet on the top of a 
child’s cot, which was close to the cross wall. 
He was told by a member of the family that 
this cot was alongside the bed when the shoot- 
ing took lace. 

Crose-examined by Mr. Lynch, the witness 
eaid that at least eleven or twelve shots were 
fired from the front. He was of opinion that 
the seven or eight bullets, which must havo 
gone through the back window, could not have 
come from the back of the house. Some of 
the holes were even larger than those usually 
made by bullets, but that could be caused by 
a bullet passing sideways. There was an 
armoured car at the police barracks about mid- 
night on the 13th imst., the night of the 
cceurrence. He did not know if it carried a 
machine gun. It came from Ennistymon, but 
he could not tell where it went. It left 
about one o'clock in the morning. He under- 
siood that, in consequence of recent proclama- 


tions, people were obliged to keep within doors

He appeals for humanitarian legislation. 

MR. HENOERSON’'S ADDRESS. 

Mr, Arthur Henderson issued hie election ad- 
dress to-night. It deala with a variety of 
topics, and he eaye:—It can hardly be claimed 
that the Government during the pact eight 
months have fulfilled the expectations created 
by the pledges and promises made at the 
General Election. The Government seem 
totally lacking in vision. Their policy « one 
of indecision and drift. Instead of endeavour- 
ing te give effect to a definite and comprehen- 
sive pohey of reconstruction adequate to the 
nation’s need, they have resorted to patchwork 
and plasters. They have, however, been 
thorough and consistent in administrative in- 
efficiency and extravagant expenditure, and it 
ia guile impossible for the Prime Miniter, 
even if he wished to do eo, to launch out on 
beld and audacious echemes of social and in- 
dustrial reform when the bulk of his followers 
are reactionary and fearful of change. Although 
the “ profiteering " scandals have aroused the 
people to a kigh pitch of resentment, 
and discontent, the Government couid only in- 
troduce proposals which fell miserably short of 
an adequate solution. The industrial situation 
ig menacing, the internal conditions of Ireland 
are a scandal and a reproach, and the impending 
Comtation of military intervention in ussla 
and the prospective termination of military con- 
scription have only been secured by strong aod 
persistent pressure on the part of the organised 
workers. In regard to nations! finance, Mr 
Henderson urged that the nation can pay ite 
way by adjusting taxation strictly according to 
ability to pay, by an increase and a steeper 
graduation of the super-tax, the imcrease of 
death duties, the taxation of land values, and 
equitable «ysiem of a capital tax, which 
will exempt accumulations on property below 
£1,000, and tax only lightly those under £5,000.
